City Council informed 


Carter vows 
to protect 
civil rights

As of right now. Lompoc dota nut Iw .? 
a water shortage, the City Council was 
told Tuesday night. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
made the report during the oral com­ 
munications portion of the meeting when 
Alberta Morgan had called for the coun­ 
cil to ask restaurants in the city not to 
serve water to patrons unless they 
request it. 


Earlier, Mrs Morgan had railed on the 
council to put a moratorium on all 
building in the city in view of the 
drought-caused water crisis throughout 
the state. 


“ Our water table is only 12 per cent 
less than it was in 1972.'' Wahlers said, 
adding that the city’s wells are less than 
three feet below last year 
“ We are operating well within normal 
limits,” he said, crediting the water 
situation here to a reduction in usage by 
the public brought about either by in­ 
creasing costs or conservation methods 


or both. 
He also noted that there is no way the 
city’« «supplies can be tapped and 
diverted to water-short areas in other 
parts of the state. 
“ if you are not responsible to the peo­ 
ple here tonight,” Mrs. Morgan said. “ I 
hope that the first people to get thirsty 
are you'” 
Mayor E. C. Stevens responded that 
the staff is looking into a comprehensive 
plan of conservation 
The matter that brought the demand 
for a building moratorium was a request 
for a zone change from single family to 
high density residential for parcel of 
property adjacent to Ryon Park 
Bernard A Howard is requesting the 
change to allow construction of up to 16 
units of apartment-type dwellings The 
Planning Commission and planning staff 
endorsed the change since it would give 
the city greater control over the design 
of the facilities 
While the council did not see the 16 un­ 
its as a threat to the city’s water supply, 
it did vote to table the matter for further 


study and consideration at the March 1 
meeting 
Councilmen Charles Ward and Joe 
Valencia objected to build mg so close to 
the park 
"W ere just buying more 
trouble.” said Ward. “ Every family that 
moves into these apartments would be 
unhappy with the noise from the park 
The noise simply can’t be controlled.” 
Lloyd Hansen, representing the Peace 
Lutheran Church which is selling the 
property to the developer, said that noise 
is not a problem to either the church or 
its school facility

Ward urged that 0 Street residents 
will make input as to their experience 
with noise at the continuation of the 
public hearing on March 1.

Racquetball facility progress 
report given by administrator 


“ It's like a thousand-piece puzzle with 
996 of them in place.“ City Ad 
ministrator Gene Wahlers said Tuesday 
night in describing the status of a 
privately developed racquetball facility 
on county property which the City of 
Lompoc wants to lease for park pur­ 
poses. 
The complicated arrangements have 
run into another snag. City Attorney 
Alan Davidson told the City Council, but 
he feels the new problem is not insur­ 
mountable He predicted settlement in 
time to meet a new deadline imposed by 
BKB Associates of Ventura for a lease 


agreement to be signed. 
Davidson noted that the city already 
had a signed contract with BKB but that 
the terms had to be changed when the 
Ryon Park site was changed to the 4.5- 
acre location behind Lompoc Shopping 
Center which the city is in the process of 
leasing as a park from the county. 


The main stumbling block now, 
Davidson said, is that BKB disagrees 
with the degree that the county wants to 
keep tabs on BKB's books. 


BKB originally had given the city a 
February 15 deadline for coming up with

“ There will never be any attempt, 
while I ’m President, to weaken the great 
civil nghts acts that have been passed in 
years gone by.” Carter said 
He was visiting the mammoth agency 
as part of the series of traditional visits 
tty a new president to Cabinet depart­ 
ments. Carter also said he ordered the 
Cabinet to reduce the number of reports 
the government requires from the peo­ 
ple 
Carter said he believed welfare. 
HEW's chief business, was not a handout 
but a way of helping people stand on 
their own feet with pride. However, he 
continued, there are “ some things the 
government can do, and some things the 
government cannot do. 
“ I want to level with the American 
people,” Carter said. 
Carter said he issued a directive today 
asking the departments tell him by the 
end of March how the number of reports 
required from citizens can be reduced. 
He said he asked an investigation of 
“ which are needed, which can be 
simplified, which can be combined ” 
Carter’s relationship with two Georgia 
campaigners — pollster Pat Caddell and 
advertising agent Gerald Rafshoon — 
was being investigated "out of an abun­ 
dance of caution," said White House 
press secretary Jody Powell. 
Powell said he does not believe Caddell 
and Rafshoon are covered by the 1963 
law under which Charles Kirbo. a long 
time Carter adviser was ruled a “ special 
employe’’ of the government when he ad­ 
vised the President on the possible up­ 
grading of less-than-honorable dis­ 
charges for Vietnam veterans.

With no rain in sight, officials have 
ordered a 60 per cent cutback in Califor­ 
nia Water Project deliveries to farming 
w hile the U .S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture says there is a “ very high 
degree of certainty” the Pacific Coast 
drought may continue at least another 
nine months 
The cutback, announced Tuesday, was 
coupled with a 10 per cent reduction of 
state water to municipal and industrial 
users It is expected to be the final slash 
in farm water deliveries, even if the 
drought continues into next year. 
' “ We hope we’ve been pessimistic 
enough in our projections that there will 
be no further cuts in California Water 
Project water,” said Robert W James, 
deputy director of the Department of 
Water Resources. 
“ We re projecting that next year will 
be the same as 1924, the driest month on 
record in California We think we’ll still 
be able to deliver next year about the 
same amount of water that we’re 
delivering this year ” 
For 1977. contractors for state project 
water had been entitled to 1 66 million 
acre-feet. but the latest restrictions have 
reduced that amount to 1.15 million acre- 
feet. 
Deliveries of federal Central Valley 
Project water in the San Jooquin Valley 
have already been cut back 75 per cent. 
The latest reductions came as the U.S. 
Agriculture Department issued a report 
saying the drought may well continue 
another nine months and there could be 
“ extremely serious” water shortages for 
urban residents as well as farmers. 
The report said the nine-month figure 
was determ ined by departm ent 
forecasters who based their estimates on 
precipitation levels in the Pacific Coast 
states through February. 
These figures were compared with 
historical records showing the likelihood 
of improvement during February. March 
and April — the final months of the nor­ 
mal western rainy season. 
“ Even in rather wet (parts of the 
region), the probability of overcoming 
even a small portion of this season’s 
deficit is very low Therefore it can be 
said with a very high degree of certainty, 
that this area will face well below nor­ 
mal moisture supplies for at least the 
next nine months ” the report said 


In other drought developments: 
—based on drops in reservoir levels, 
San Francisco water officials estimated 
the city’s residents had voluntarily cut 
back water usage between 10 and 15 per 


cent but said the exact percentage won’t 
be known until next month when in­ 
dividual meters are read. 
—The Department of Water Resources 
said boating and swimming at most state 
water project reservoirs will be sharply 
curtailed or eliminated this year because 
of the drought. 
—Fred Heringer, president of the 
California Farm Bureau, said estimates 
of $3 billion drought losses to state 
agriculture were “ premature” but said 
losses between $1 billion and $2 billion 
were likely. Heringer praised the “ in­ 
genuity” of California farmers adding, 
“ They will find ways of getting some 
kind of crop from the land by one means 
or another, if they have just a little 
water.” 
—A farm bureau drought study said 
cropping patterns in the San Joaquin 
Valley will change drastically because of 
the lack of water with cotton acreage ex­ 
panding at the expense of vegetable 
crops 
—The state Water Resources Control 
Board asked the Mission Viejo Co. to 
stop fillin g a 1.1 billion gallon 
recreational lake near Los Angeles until 
a hearing is held to decide whether it 
represents “ unreasonable use.” 
—A state energy official warned roll­ 
ing blackouts — temporary cutoffs of 
electricity to local areas — could occur 
next summer as a result of drought- 
caused reductions in hydroelectric sup­ 
plies 
— Federal officials said unless more 
snow falls in the Sierra before summer 
Lake Tahoe will drop below the Truckee 
River outlet, cutting off the Reno area’s 
main supply of water for the summer. 
—The Drought Information Center in 
Sacramento was deluged, pardon the 
pun, with letters and calls from citizens 
recommending ways to conserve water. 
Many suggested the overabundance of 
snow in the East should somehow be 
transported, by trains or tankers, to the 
West Coast — a proposal officials said 
would be far too costly. 
—And finally. California’s political 
leaders revealed their personal efforts to 
conserve water Gov Edmund G Brown 
Jr. installed a water-saving shower head 
while Lt. Gov Mervyn Dymally shutoff 
his automatic lawn sprinklers and quit 
using his swimming pool 


State Treasurer Jesse M Unruh said 
he was washing his dirty clothes only 
once every three weeks and Superinten­ 
dent of Public Instruction Wilson Riles 
said he was letting the dishes stack up 
before using his electric dish washer 
Vance begins Mideast 
fact-finding mission 


Space orbiter in 
‘takeoff’ run test 


JERU SA LEM (U P II - Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance today began his Mid­ 
dle East fact-finding mission with a 
round of talks with Israeli officials and a 
deeply moving visit to a memorial to 
Jewish victims of Nazi persecution. 
Vance, who arrived Tuesday night 
from Washington, had a two-hour 
breakfast meeting with Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin at his three-story, white- 
stone residence 
The secretary, who will also visit 
Egypt, Lebanon. Jordan. Saudi Arabia 
and Syria, is making his first diplomatic 
tour for the Carter administration and 
has emphasized that he has come to 
learn and has no new peace initiatives or 
proposals 
“ It will be kind of a history lesson,” 


one Israeli official said of the talks with 
Vance 
In addition to Rabin, Vance was to 
meet with Foreign Minister Yigal Allon, 
President Ephraim Katzir, former 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and Defense 
Minister Shimon Peres 
Looming over the talks was a single 
dominant question: How to deal with 
Palestinian representation at a Geneva 
conference on the Middle East. 
Israeli and American officials have 
agreed that was the major issue in the 
preliminary talks here. There was no 
agreement, however, between the two 
sides on how to meet that problem. 
The last formal meeting of the Geneva 
talks, between Israel and the Arab 
countries, was held in December 1973. 


EDWARDS AFB. Calif. (U PI) - The 
Space Shuttle, Am erica’s 
“orbital 
truck” of the 1960s, made its first 
“ takeoff run” Tuesday attached pig­ 
gyback to a Boeing 747 - trundling up 
and down a runway 
The 747 did not take off The first test 
flight for the pairing is scheduled for Fri­ 
day. 
The airliner was converted at a cost of 
$30 million to bear the 72-ton orbiter on 
its back to launch it on-4est flights 
The orbiter itself is unpowered When 
it becomes operational it will ride 
rockets into space but return by a long 
glide 


It was designed to be flown back to 
earth and landed like an airplane for 
repeated use, a big change from the 
earlier U.S. space vehicles that splashed 
down in water and were good for only 
one shot. 


For test flights in the atmosphere, the 
shuttle will be carried aloft by the 747 to 
be cast loose in a peel-off maneuver 
complicated by worries about the huge 
orbiter striking the airliner’s tall tail 
The shuttle is to be carried to 23,700 
feet in the first “ captive” test Friday. 
The shuttle is not scheduled to be 
launched on its own until Julv 22. 


Soviet Union, 9 Common 
Market countries in meet 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (U PI) - The 
Soviet Union and the nine countries of 
the European Common Market today 
began their first ever meeting A British 
source said Moscow would be warned 
“ for the last time” to curtail overfishing 
in the community’s new 200-mile ocean 
zone. 
The Soviet minister for fisheries 
resources, Alexander Ishkov, arrived 
punctually for the late morning talks to 
face a delegation nominally British and 
headed by Acting Foreign Secretary 
David Owen, but in fact made up mostly 
of Common Market fisheries experts. 
The Soviets insisted on dealing through 
Britain because the Kremlin does not 
recognize the Common Market, an in­ 
stitution it has bitterly opposed in the 
past. 
Britain, which holds the presidency of 
the European community, stressed it 
was acting on behalf of the Common 
Market by insisting the talks be held in 
the Brussels headquarters of the 
economic bloc's governing council 
The Community declared a 200-mile 
zone in the North Sea and Northeast 


Atlantic Jan. 1 because of severe deple­ 
tion of fish stocks. 
The meeting will attempt to establish 
Soviet fishing quotas after March 31. Un­ 
til that time, Moscow has been told it can 
send only 17 vessels to fish in the 200- 
mile zone at one time. 
“ This point is not negotiable," a 
British source said “ The Soviets will be 
asked for the last time to respect the 
licensing system” or face “ firm” an­ 
tipoaching measures. 
The measures have never been spelled 
out, but they likely would include 
arrests, fines, confiscations ami net cut­ 
tings

ference Gov 
Brown had late 
last week with various local 
authorities pertaining to siting 
of the proposed giant plant. 
The board’s letter tempered 
its remarks somewhat by ad­ 
ding that it would be “ looking 
forward with great interest to 
the actual language of your 


proposed legislation which we 
understand will be drafted 
shortly and shared with us.” 
There is a feeling among 
some of the board members, at 
least, that the governor might 
now be convinced that the state 
cannot and should not override 
a local permit denial, and that 
certain leases and permits can 
only be granted or denied by 
local decision-makers.

Council gives approval 
for Ocean Ave. turn-lanes

Curbside parking on Ocean 
Avenue between F Street and 
the eastern city limits will be 
eliminated and left-turn lanes 
installed at the intersections if 
the State Division of Highways 
concurs with action taken Tues­ 
day night by the Lompoc City 
Council 
The council approved a 
recommendation by Public 
Works D irector B a rry J 
Gustafson that the project bo 
undertaken to improve traffic 
flow and safety in the area 
“ The high rate of accidents is 
concentrated in the area 
between F Street and A Street 
where traffic volume, turning 
movements and parked vehi­ 
cles are more concentrated.” 
Gustafson said 
“ The project will reduce con­ 
gestion. improve sight distance 
at the intersections and provide 
a safer place for vehicles 
waiting to turn left from Ocean 
Avenue.” he added 
Gustafson said that while the 
left-turn area will extend only 
about 300 feet east of Seventh 
Street, the parking ban will go 
all the way to the city limits to 
allow pavement shoulders in 
the area to be striped for bicy­ 
cle lanes 
Caltrans already has in­ 
dicated approval of the project, 
but formal action of the state 
still must be given. Gustafson 
indicated 
The project will mean the

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Foreign secretary 
Crosland near death 
LONDON (U P I) - Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland 
was in a coma and near death 
today. A family spokesman 
aaid. “ We are prepared for the 
worst.” 
Crosland, 58, suffered a 
itroke Sunday at his country 
home near Oxford 
David Lipsey, Crosland's per­ 
sonal and political assistant, 
was close to tears Tuesday 
when he told reporters at Ox­ 
ford’s Radcliffe Infirmary, “ He 
is in a coma and sinking fast 
He is receiving intensive nurs­ 
ing care and everything possi­ 
ble is being done to ensure he is 
comfortable.” 
A Foreign Office medical 
bulletin earlier said Crosland 
was unconscious and “ danger­ 
ously ill.” 
Crosland’s 
American-born 
wife, Susan, was at his bedside 
Officials said she had received 
messages of sympathy from 
Queen 
Elizabeth, 
currently 
touring in the South Pacific, 
Prime Minister James Callag­ 
han and President Carter 
Political sources said even if 
Crosland recovered he probably 
would be unable to resume his 
job and Callaghan would have 
to name a successor soon 
Britain is deeply involved in 
seeking a peaceful transition to 
black majority rule in Rhodesia 
and also is chairman of the 
European Common Market 


Council of Ministers for the 
first six months of 1977. 
Crosland was playing key 
roles in both these under­ 
takings 
Dr. David Owen, 38, Cros­ 
land’s deputy, was temporarily 
in charge of the Foreign Office 
but political sources said he 
lacked the necessary experi­ 
ence to keep Britain's top 
foreign policy job permanently. 
They said Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey, 59. 
was Crosland’s most likely suc­ 
cessor 
Politicians said Cal­ 
laghan was planning to have 
H ealey and Crosland, an 
economics expert, trade jobs 
this summer after Healey 
ushered in the new budget. 
Healey was the Labor Party’s 
foreign policy spokesman in 
Parliament during the late 
1950s and early 1960s and is 
known to want the Foreign Of­ 
fice job 


Whether to move Healey into 
Crosland's post now, before the 
budget is presented and labor 
negotiations completed, was a 
dilemma for Callaghan, the 
political sources said 


Another problem faced Cal­ 
laghan 
in Parliam ent 
He 
presently has only a one-vote 
overall majority in the House of 
Commons and Crosland’s ab­ 
sence erases that narrow 
margin.

Racist background 
of murderer probed 
Joergensen 


N E W R O C H E L L E , N Y 
(U P I) — Police digging into the 
pest of Fred Cowan, a self- 
styled Nazi who killed five men 
and wounded five others in a 
shooting rampage, are investi­ 
gating his membership in a 
right-wing extremist group 
Cowan’s membership in the 
group was disclosed by Police 
Commissioner William Hegarty 
as detectives tried to learn 
more about Cowan, who took 
his own life during a 10-hour 
siege Monday at a moving com­ 
pany warehouse 
But Hegarty acknowledged 
that the investigation will not 
result in any guarantee against 
a repetition of such mass kill­ 
ings 
“ I cannot control the behav­ 
ior of every potential deviate in 
this city,” Hegarty told a news 
conference “ This kind of ac­ 
tivity can never be prevented in 
this kind of society." 
Hegarty said Cowan, a hulk­ 
ing w ei g h tli fter and tw ice 
court-martialed Army veteran, 
“ carried a membership card" 
in a group which “ espoused' — 
like Cowan — “ hatred of blacks 
and Jewish people " 
Published reports identified 


the group as the National 
States’ Rights Party. 
Cowan’s meager library in­ 
cluded a book on German 
history in which the gunman 
wrote the note, “ Nothing is 
lower than blacks and Jewish 
people, except the police 
department 
who protects 
them ” 
On Monday Richard Flooks, 
one of Cowan's acquaintances, 
said Cowan “ tried to give me a 
paper which was from the 
National States’ Rights Party” 
and “ kept talking about how 
much he hated Je w s and 
blacks.” 
The party, based in Georgia, 
publishes a newsletter called 
“ Thunderbolt.'’ 
which has 
about 15.000 paid subscribers 
nationwide, according to the 
Anti-Defamation 
League of 
B'nai B rith 
The unanswered questions 
about Cowan included how he 
obtained his huge inventory of 
weapons. 
During the shooting spree. 
Cowan. 32, carried 60 pounds of 
weapons and ammunition, in­ 
cluding an automatic rifle and 
four pistols, but that was only a 
small part of the arsenal

thought they heard the girl cry

He said the car apparently 
was an older middle-sized 
model painted a light color He 
said it probably was a four-door 
car with a dent on one side and 


rusted under the doors 
“ That’s about all we've got 
going.” he said “ We've more 
or less been eliminating things 
rather than getting positive 
things We feel like it’s pretty 
good information, but with 
nothing else to go on right now 
it seems like a lot.”

Photo by Adrienne Me Adam 
Post recommends increase 
in proposed state budget

Post today recommended a net 
$66 8 million increase in Gov 
Edm und G. 
Brown J r . 's 
proposed $15 2 billion budget 
and called for a statewide 
property tax to equalize school 
funding 
In his annual review of the 
governor’s budget plan. Post 
said the biggest single hike — 
$118 7 million — should go to 
state civil servants and nonaca­ 
demic employes at the Univer­ 
sity of California and state 
colleges 
Post also recommended 
dozens of reductions from 
Brown s budget He said state 
support for UC should be chop­ 
ped by $3 9 million and the state 
college budget reduced by $19 
million 


Only r a r e l y has Po st 
proposed net increases to a 
governor s budget proposal 
For Post, who has chewed up 
governors' budgets since 1950. 
this is expected to be his last 
budget analysis before his plan­ 
ned retirement later this year 
Post did not provide detailed 
comments on Brown's tentative 
plan, mentioned in the budget, 
to meet the state Supreme 
Court’s 
“ Serrano" decision 
requiring equalized funding for 
public schools

He said he wanted to wait until 
additional salary figures are 
available in April 
Post recommended slashing 
$18 million from the $3.3 
million Brown requested for the

Post said he generally fa­

The umpires are seeking a marked in­ 
crease in salary 
MacPhail said the 
average salary paid to umpires now was 
“about $22,000“ per year but he en­ 
visioned that some umpires would be 
receiving in the neighborhood of $50,000 
per year after the new contract is set­ 
tled 
One proposal offered by the AL, in 
order to cut expenditures, is to reduce 
the umpire crews from four to three per 
game With the expansion of teams to 
Toronto and Seattle, the AL has es­ 
timated it would cost between $200.000 
and $250 000 to put on a new crew for this 
season 
“ We are all for keeping the number of 
umpires at 24," said MacPhail “ Most of 
the players we talked to felt three would 
be better than four With only three um­ 
pires they have to run a little more and 
are less likely to get complacent.

Drought affects boating 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Two state agencies say the 
drought will sharply reduce boating on California waterways 
but few park and campground closures are anticipated for 
this summer year because of water shortages. 
The Department of Water Resources Tuesday said boating 
and swimming at most California Water Project reservoirs 
will be greatly curtailed or eliminated this year 
The Department of Parks and Recreation said use of 
Northern California lakes, such as at Oroville and Folsom, 
by boats which require docking facilities is “ virtually zero' 
because the water level is well below docks. A spokesman 
said no such problem exists in Southern California where 
rainfall has been normal. 
Larry Paynter of the Parks and Recreation Department 
said his agency does not anticipate many park and 
campground areas being closed However, he said there will 
be “a lot of inconvenience” for park visitors and campers 
due to restroom closures and lack of water facilities 
Paynter said most of the park area closures will probably 
result from high fire danger due to lack of snow or rain 
The Water Resources Department said not only will there 
be less water surface at Water Project reservoirs but “as 
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(he levels recede access facilities such as boat ramps and 
beaches have already or will become inoperable.’’ 
Recreation at the forebay and afterbay at Oroville Dam, 
keystone of the water project, is expected to be unaffected 
as is the O'Neill Forebay of the San Luis Dam near Los 
Banos 
Likewise, although a significant drawdown is expected at 
San Luis and Silverwood Reservoir in Los Angeles County, 
recreation is not predicted to be “significantly impaired" 
during the year, the Water Resources Department said

Peanut butter 
d issolves adhesive 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have plastic twist-out ice cube 
trays in my refrigerator and some of the trays are dif­ 
ficult to twist as the ice sticks to the sides and bottom of 
the trays. A remedy for this condition would be ap­ 
preciated. — G A T 
DEAR G.A.T. — I turn such trays over and run a bit of 
warm water over them and then find they twist easily.

DEAR POLLY — I am answering Ruth concerning her 
problem with removing decals from a bathtub As dealers we 
tell our friends and customers to enjoy the safety and beauty 
of these decals and. when it is time to replace them, pull them 
off and then gently rub away the adhesive left with a paper 
towel or napkin on which they have put a small dab of peanut 
butter The adhesive will disappear but be sure to wash away 
the oil left from the peanut butter before applying new decals.

DEAR POLLY — If you are using two plugs the same color 
in one socket and want to know which is which place a plastic 
bag twist on the cord to match the appliance. — CHERYL. 
DEAR POLLY — When making a bed always turn the 
pillows over each time That saves wear on the pillows and the 
pillowcases They last twice as long 
When washing stockings and socks I put them all in a cloth 
bag and fasten the top with a rubberband The bag is then 
thrown in the washer and the stockings cannot twist around 
other clothing and the lint from socks does not get on other 
things 
Sometimes 1 think a skinny old man must design women’s 
bras as the smaller sizes have nice wide built-up straps (up to 
size 36) and then the larger sizes will have very narrow straps 
that cut into one's shoulders and feel miserable. I know for 1 
wear a 40E I cut those silly straps off and double a piece of 
cotton fabric so it is about three inches wide and sew these 
straps on my bras to make them comfortable.

United Press International 
Progress in the nation’s 
grade and high schools followed 
a yo-yo course in 1976: Some 
ups, some downs. 
The mix of improvements 
and declines was pronounced in 
national reports on reading, 
w riting, science and other 
areas. 
These were from the National 
Assessment of Education Pro­ 
gress in Denver. This continu­ 
ing assessment of public school­ 
ing in America is a project of 
the Education Commission of 
the States and funded by the 
U S 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
Assessment data help to show 
were grade and high school 
education stands today — and 
where it needs to go. 
The score, as shown by 
National Assessment reports is­ 
sued during the year: 
READ IN G 
The best news was that 
reading skills have improved 
among 9-year-olds But 13-and 
17-year-olds surveyed stayed 
the same as 13-and 17-year-olds 
evaluated four years earlier. 
The implications: Remedial 
reading should be introduced at 
the 13-and 17-year-old levels. 
Why9 The improvement among 
nine-year-olds was linked to 
remedial reading programs ac­ 
tivated in the semesters prior 
to the evaluation. 
W RITIN G 
A decline in teen-agers’ 
writing abilities was reported 
very late in 1975 Reaction to 
the findings spilled over into the 
first months of ’76. That assess­ 
ment is considered a vital part 
of the 1976 picture 
The report was based on com­ 
parative results of two National 
Assessment writing evaluations 
- 1970 and 1974 In 1974, the 13- 
and 17-year olds used a simpler 
vocabulary, wrote in shorter, 
primer-like style and wrote 
more incoherently than their 
peers four years earlier. 


In addition, the assessment 
found that 1974 writers rated 
"good” were as good as those in 
1970 But the poor writers were 
worse — and there were more 
of them 


Speculation about the decline 
in coherency in teen-agers' 
writing frequently singled out 
the influence of television and 
advertising language — with its 
abbreviated, fragmented sen­ 
tences 


There was some talk that 
there just isn't the need to com­ 
municate through the written 
word The telephone, for one 
example, is quicker and easier 


than writing a letter. 
The best way to reverse the 
decline, language experts gen­ 
erally agreed, lies in ‘‘teaching 
writing by making kids write ”

researchers took a look at 
science achievement in the 
Southeast, trying to find what 
happened between two science 
evaluations — 1969. 1973. 
That period coincided with 
the time that the South was un­ 
dergoing major desegregation. 
The region offered good ground 
for the study of shifts in 
educational attainment 
It was found that science 
achievement in the southeast 
did not decline as much as tn 
the rest of the nation 
Further, science knowledge 
of 9-year-old black students by 
1973 had increased over that of 
black 9-year-olds in 1969

Southeastern 13-and 17-year old

National Assessment will go 
into nearly 1,500 homes to make 
the special survey that will give 
new data on skills and attitudes 
of a segment of the population

SAN D IEGO (U PI) - Bud 
Crow’s goal as a researcher 
into what makes society work 
the way it does is practical 
change — not theory — to take

“ Our focus is on the future,” 
said Crow, formally Dr Way- 
man J. Crow, director of the 
Western Behavioral Sciences 
Institute in La Jolla 
“ We are dealing with a way 
to handle the various problems 
that are facing us as individu­ 
als and as a society. 
‘‘Our intent is to carry 
through with our research to 
the point that it is implemented 
— to get the results to people 
who can actually make use of 
them.*’ 
His fellow researchers range 
from holders of advanced 
degrees in behavioral sciences 
to ex-convicts 
“ Set a crook to catch a 
crook,’* he postulated when the 
institute undertook to learn how 
to reduce robberies of small 
grocery stores. 
His key advisor was a career 
crook, and the client was the 
parent company for 6,000 such 
stores. It is estimated the 
program the institute devised 
will prevent 2,000 or more 


problems and “ pulling theo­ 
ries” from them rather than 
the reverse, said Crow, a 
former navy flier 
“ There has been a lot of 
rhetoric and political maneuv­ 
ering based on theories, but 
reasonable men do not argue 
about facts — they find out 
what they are.” he said 
Tony Gorman’s experience il­ 
lustrates the institute’s me­ 
thod 
Gorman, an institute soci­ 
ologist. married a woman who 
already had three children, but 
he could not find any reference 
works on how to be a step­ 
father Being in a culture of in­ 
creasing family “ reconstruc­ 
tion,” he recognized the need 
for the information by more 
and more people 


The result was the taking of a 
proposal to research step fam i­ 
ly problems to the National In­ 
stitute of Mental Health and a 
survey of 1,764 families 


Researchers found no evi­ 
dence that parent-ch ild 
relationships differ in natural

“ It ’s the relationship that 
seems more important than 
whether one got there through 
the natural route.” he said 


The follow-up idea, as yet un­ 
sponsored, involves the impact 
of divorce in the working class, 
where divorce rates are highest 
and emotional and financial 
resources are weakest.

LOS ANGELES (U P I) - The 
¡os Angeles Unified School 
hstrict, the nation’s second 
argest, goes into 1977 after six 
ears of procrastination under 
Inal court order to begin racial 
itegration this fall. 
The problems ahead may 
lake the troubles in Boston, 
.ouisville and other American 
ities seem miniscule if only by 
heer numbers alone 


In the fall of 1975 there were 
07,153 students enrolled in 665 
istrict schools with 37.374 
ulltime and 7,056 substitute 
eachers. 


The district covers 710 square 
niles and includes 10 other in- 
orporated cities During the 
noming and evening rush hours 
t can require more than an 
our and one half to drive from 
ne extremity to another 


The student school population 
s 25 per cent black. 30 per cent 
>panish surname, 5 per cent 
iriental. 40 per cent Anglo and 
5 per cent American Indians 


The blacks are concentrated 
argely in south central Los 
Vngeles surrounding Watts, 
cene of the race riots of 1965 


Some of the schools there are 
over 90 per cent black. 
The Chicano population, 
mostly Mexiean-American, is 
located mainly east of down­ 
town Los Angeles. 
The whites are scattered 
throughout the area but in the 
sprawling San Fernando Valley 
the white enrollment is over 80 
per cent 


It is estimated that 85,000 stu­ 
dents do not speak English or 
have only a limited command of 
the language. 


Early this year the Board of 
Education established a Citi­ 
zens' Advisory Committee on 
Student Integration (CACSI) to 
draw up guidelines for a 
desegregation plan 


One of CACSI's first achieve­ 
ments was to provide a defini- 


tion of racial balance in the 
schools: “ One in which student 
population 
(in 
individual 
schools) reflects the ethnic 
percentage of the total school 
district with a permissible 
variance of 15 per cent among 
blacks, 
whites 
and 
Chicanos.” 


At this stage, the emotion- 
provoking word “ busing" has 
been tiptoed around as if it 
might not be necessary but a 
glance at the demographic pic­ 
ture makes it apparent that it 
will be necessay if the defini­ 
tion of racial balance is to be 
taken seriously. 


No one is talking of violence 
and Los Angeles’ black mayor, 
Tom Bradley, assured a recent 
meeting of the U.S. Commis­ 
sion on Civil Rights that his city 


could comply with the court 
order without the ugly scenes 
that have marked forced in­ 
tegration in schools elsewhere. 


The appointment of the 
citizens’ group was an essential 
step in that direction. It is com­ 
posed of women and men from 
all racial, ethnic, social. 


economic and political strata. 
But in a report prepared in 
December by its own staff it 
noted: 


"The black community be­ 
lieves that the plan will involve 
only one-way busing. The 
Chicano community fears that

“ Black and Chicano com­ 
munity spokespersons admitted

“ Finally, there is a belief in 
Chicano, American Indian and 
Asian communities that school 
integration is strictly a black- 
white issue 
Integration as a 
concept is not a priority, though 
it may be of value. Therefore, 
busing is seen as an intrusion 
forced on these groups by 
blacks and whites.” 
One gauge of community feel­ 
ing is the fate that befell 
Superior Court Judge Alfred 
Gitelson who started the in­ 
tegration ball rolling 
Gitelson ruled in 1969 that the 
Los Angeles schools were being 
deliberatedly segregated and 


ordered integration to begin in 
1971. In the 1970 election. 
Gitelson was defeated for re- 
election after only one term by 
William P Kennedy who waged 
an intensive anti-busing cam­ 
paign 
The issue was appealed 
through the courts until the 
California Supreme Court on 
June 28, 1976, upheld Gitelson’s 
original finding. 
The planning since has been 
largely in generalities. 
There has been talk of achiev­ 
ing integration over a three- 
year period There is also dis­ 
cussion of voluntary transfers 


of both students and teachers 
but no one in authority claims 
that will bring about racial 
balance 
What it all boils down to is 
that neither whites, blacks, 
Chicanos or Orientals are con­ 
vinced in great number that a 
m a jo r u p h e a v a l of the 
neighborhood school concept is 
desirable 
The district’s annual budget 
is now more than $1 billion. Op­ 
ponents of full-scale busing 
claim that would cost up to $40 
million more a year and $20 
million more in succeeding 
years. There is already a tax­ 


payer revolt over soaring 
property taxes which finance 
the schools. 


The school board and the 
citizens group are hopeful that 
public information programs in 
the next months can ease some 
of the tensions. 


In any event, the court order 
stands that the board must pre­ 
sent some time this summer to 
Superior Court Judge Parks 
Stilwell, selected to oversee the 
program, a “ reasonably feasi­ 
ble” plan to make school in­ 
tegration in Los Angeles a 
reality.

Vet shortage contributes to high food prices 


PULLMAN, Wash (U PI) — 
Cattlemen say one reason for 
higher food prices can be traced 
to a severe veterinarian shor­ 
tage in the United States. 
There are only three 
veterinarian schools west of 
Kansas where most of the 
country’s beef is produced. One 
of the largest, Washington State 
University, only turns out 80 
vets a year and most of them 
become big city pet doctors. 
An eastern Washington 
rancher said he stayed up or.e 
night with a $3,000 bull that died 
of a simple case of bloat before 
a veterinarian could get 
there. 
“ That bull would have lived if 
there had been one more vet in 
the office that night,’’ said Stan 
McCune “ I watched $3,000 go 
down the tubes and it cost me 
$4,000 to buy another bull.” 
Many ranchers like McCune 
have lost cattle because they 
didn’t get proper treatment 
McCune said ranchers have to 
raise prices when that happens 
or they would lose too much 
money. 
“ Our industry is suffering 
from a lack of vets,” said Gene 
Meakins, industrial relations 
director for Monfort of Colora­ 
do Inc., the nation’s largest 
feed lot operator. ‘ The schools 
just aren’t turning out enough 
of them.” 
The University of California 
at Davis graduates 94 vets a 


year, but they can barely meet 
California’s needs. Thirteen 
western states depend upon 
Washington State and Colorado 
for veterinarians. 


Two thirds of W SlJ’s gradu­ 
ates take up urban practices 
where they care for dogs and 
cats. Their average starting 
salary is about $16,050,

Cloak-and-dagger 
secrecy marked the last years 
of Howard Hughes and the 
-'ame type of security prevailed 
when his two personal aides 
decided to write a book about 
the eccentric billionaire over 
the objections of his Summa 
Corp. .executives, the authors 
disclosed 
During his lifetime. Hughes, 
and his “ palace guard” of ex­ 
ecutives sought 
to prevent 
publication of any biography 
and tried the same tactic after 
the industrialist's death last 
April, 
The two men who physically 
took care of the ailing recluse 
during his last years sought out 


author James Phelan, a Hughes 
buff for many years who they 
said was on Summa s “ enemy 
list“ as a persistent snoop 
Gordon Margulis. a former 
busboy at a Las Vegas Hotel, 
and Mell Stewart, who was first 
hired by Summa as personal 
barber to Hughes, asked Phelan 
to help them w rite their 
eyewitness book The title — 
‘ Howard Hughes: The Hidden 
Years.” 
The book asserts Hughes was 
addicted to pain-killing drugs, 
had a horror of physical contact 
because of his fear of germs, 
and refused except on rare oc­ 
casions to let anyone cut his 
hair or fingernails and trim his 
straggly beard

Phelan. 64. a few years ago 
was victimized by Clifford Irv­ 
ing who turned out a phony 
Hughes autobiography largely 
on the basis of a purloined 
manuscript Phelan did in 
collaboration 
with 
former 
Hughes executive Noah Die­ 
trich 
This time Phelan took no 
chances after he ascertained 
that Margulis and Stewart were 
indeed the men who actually 
cared for Hughes during his last 
years. 
Phelan, a Long Beach. Calif, 
resident, rented an apartment 
in Seal Beach, a small town 
nearby, and there closeted 
himself with the pair to get the 
basic information for the book 
A New York agent wanted 
Phelan to ^rite a 40-page sum-' 
marv but he refused 
“ I knew if a summary like 
that got to New York, it was 
liable to get into someone else’s 
hands and I certainly didn't 
want that,' the writer recalled 
in a U PI interview 
So he took his notes to New 
York on a 
red eve" flight and 
met in secret with Bob Loomis, 
a Random House editor who 
had handled previous books for 
him 
‘He spent four hours quizzing 
me." said Phelan, “ and satis­ 
fied himself that my sources 
were authentic, but I did not 
even give him their names." 
They let Jim Silverman, then 
Random House editor-in-chief, 
know of the prospective book 
but no one else was told of it at 
the publishing house to avoid 
any leaks 
With financing assured by 
Random House. Phelan came 
back to the coast and signed a 
contract with Margulis and 
Stewart for a three-way split on 
the proceeds 


“ We entered a contract giv­ 
ing me the exclusive right to 
the information.” said Phelan 
“ Then I rented this Seal Beach 
apartment and they went there 
using false names They had ac­ 
cumulated a lot of vacation 
time working for Hughes and 
Summa did not know where 
they were In three and a half 
weeks. I filled five stenographic 
books with notes Then 1 rented 
another apartment and holed up 
and wrote the book in five 
months.” 


Summa executive Kay Glenn 
got wind of Phelan’s plans and 
quizzed Margulis and Stewart 
They played dumb Summa ter­ 
minated them as corporation 
employes last Sept 15 


The book is a best seller It is 
a Literary Guild selection It 
has been translated into seven 
foreign languages including 
Flemish 


Phelan, on a national tour 
promoting the book, said its 
popularity is due to three fac­ 
tors relating to Hughes 


"One. Howard Hughes had 
just an 
incomprehensible 
amount of money.” he said 
"Two. his bizarre life style 
aroused interest 
Most people 
feel they could have done a bet­ 
ter job spending his money And 
three, the legend, the myths — 
most of which are untrue The 
truth about him turned out to be 
more bizarre than the mvths 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Bob 
Morrison has a new approach to 
writing and selling books: he 
surveys the market first, to 
determine if the proposed book 
is salable, then he writes it. 
The 38-year-old entrepreneur 
who said he has gone bankrupt 
tw ice and has become a 
millionaire twice, is pleased 
with the success of his latest 
book: “ Why SO .B 's Succeed 
and Nice Guys Fail in a Small 
Business.” 
He has sold 5.000 copies

CBs have become important 
tools for many farmers. They 
can contact their homes, the 
local fuel distributor or a trac­ 
tor driver plowing up the 
South 40 
Farmers in three states are 
now trying to drum up support 
for a CB channel just for 
farmers and agricultural 
businesses. The concept of a 
reserved channel isn’t new to 
CBing Channel 9 is the of­ 
ficial emergency channel and 
channel 19 is the unofficial 
channel for truckers and 
motorists The farmers would 
like channel 8 for their own. 


Farm organizations and 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
extension 
workers in Illinois, Iowa and 
Louisiana have proposed set­ 
ting aside channel 8 as an 
agricultural channel. Besides 
the convenience of having his 
own channel, the farmer 
would also be a little safer. He 
would know that all of his CB­ 
ing neighbors were listening 
to the channel and he could 
call them in an emergency. 


Dale Hall, on the staff of the 
Iowa State University exten­ 
sion department, tells the 
story of one farmer who had a 
ch e m ica l a ccid en t and 
probably saved his eyesight by 
using his CB radio 


The man let anhydrous 
ammonia (a fertilizer) get 
into his eyes when a line rup­ 
tured. He was alone in a field 
and blinded to the point that 


he couldn’t drive. He needed 
prompt medical attention. 
“ Luckily he had a CB radio 
in his pickup truck, and he 
called his wife at their home. 
She rushed him to a doctor,” 
says Hall, who has headed the 
farmers’ channel campaign in 
Iowa. 
Hall and extension workers 
in Illinois and Louisiana have 
asked CBers for reaction to 
the idea, and a common fear 
expressed by some CBers is 
that farmers using channel 8 
w ould 
in te r fe r e 
w ith 
emergency transmissions on 
channel 9 A CB radio can 
sometimes interfere with 
nearby radios on adjoining 
channels by “ bleeding over” 
part of the signal to the other 
channels. 
Hall and others maintain 
that most farmers operate 
their CBs away from major 
highways and towns where 
most channel 9 monitoring 
stations are located. 
A consideration for the 
farm channel supporters is 
whether to have channel 8 
declared an official reserved 
channel or try to make it an 
unofficial farmers’ channel by 
common use, just as channel 
19 has become the traditional 
highway frequency. 
The 
Federal Communications 
Commission could set aside 
channel 8 for farmers, just as 
it allocated channel 9 for 
emergency use. 
F C C a p p ro v a l of an 
agricultural channel might 
mean penalties against any 
c ity folks who used it. 
Whether the FCC would go for 
the idea depends a great deal 
on how much interest the 
farmers can attract.

Sounds 
Punks play it hard and angry

This will be the Year of the 
Punks. 
What began as a rock reac­ 
tion to ultra-commercial pop 
music has become a big seller 
in its own right — and not just 
in London, New York, and Los 
Angeles, where the punks first 
banded. 
The sneering , 
swaggering toughs who 
th re a te n e d 
to 
m ake 
mincemeat out of the world in 
their music are now as big as 
apple pie. And getting bigger 
Punk-rock is derived from 
the same source that made 
Bruce Springsteen popular — 
American mid-sixties AM 
music. Its musical roots are 
nostalgic, but it is combined 
with a here-and-now grit­ 
tiness, derived from the 
forefather punks like Lou 
Reed. Add to that a bit of 
I970’s camp posing a la Bowie 
and you have the essence of 
the flat-footed punk’s like-it- 
or-stick-it message 
We like it. It ’s getting 
better; some of the better 
punk-rock personalities, we 
predict, will be the most 
talked-about pop phenoms this 
year 
Graham Parker has already 
released two albums in the 
United States, and while they 
were not dynamite sellers, this 
London pint-sized punk com­ 
manded much attention from 
the critics and cultists who 
are a necessary springboard 
to pop stardom Parker is a 
great hard rocker, 
like 
Springsteen is, and the 
parallels between the two 
have been drawn by writers 
ad nauseum. 


The difference between the 
two is this: 
Springsteen is 
American, and is influenced 
by rhythm and blues, Parker 
is British, and is influenced by 
rhythm and blues. They’re 
both lyrically astute, though 
Springsteen is more romantic. 
TTiat’s what makes Graham 
Parker more of a punk; that’s 
what we believe will effec­ 
tively make the difference 
b etw een p o p u lar rock 
nostalgia and fresh, hard 
rock Parker is hard and hot 
and never sappy, and his 
an g er 
burns lik e Van 
Morrison’s. 


Parker’s strength lies in his 
ability to appeal to the comic 
book and serious novel set 
simultaneously, and he enter­ 
tains the more rabid elements 
of both groups. Graham

SAN D IEG O (U P f) - Those 
who give individualized intelli­ 
gence tests to youngsters m ay 
influence the results a s much a s 
20 per cent just by the way they 
act. an educator at the Univer­ 
sity of California claim s. 
Hugh Mehan, head of the 
teacher education program at 
the San Diego cam pus, said 
such tests are also defective 
because they look only at the 
products of a child’s reasoning, 
without looking at the reasoning 
p rocesses involved 
Over the past several years 
Mehan has videotaped such 
testing at various schools in San 
Diego and Santa B a rb ara. When 
he plays back those videotapes, 
som e of his conclusions are 
dram atically visible.

Lompoc Valley residents are 
indeed fortunate to have, in es­ 
sence, a free beach at their 
disposal for relaxation and 
enjoyment.

Primary access to Surf

eliminated a stairway to the 
beach. 
Public pressure was brought 
to bear upon the company, and 
they cooperated by taking 
down the fence and once again 
allowing entry. 
However, the situation is 
now worsening. Last weekend, 
the property of Southern 
Pacific looked like a New 
York ghetto during a garbage 
strike. The beach area had the 
same resemblance. Beer bot­ 
tles, cans, paper sacks and all 
sorts of garbage littered the 
entire area. On Southern 
Pacific property, two large 
trash barrels, put there pur­ 
posely by the company for the 
beach-goers' trash, w ere 
empty. 


Reports coming this way in­ 
dicate that Southern Pacific 
officials are not too happy 
with this situation. Company 
personnel spend a great deal 
of time each day picking up 
the trash on their property and 
they appear about ready to do 
something about the situation. 
This was one of the prime 
reasons they previously fenced 
off the property.

thousands With the same efficiency, the 
businessmen-mobsters hijack cigarette 
cargoes, smuggle the contraband across 
state borders and corrupt the police who 
might get in the way 
According to New York State Tax 
Commissioner Jam es H Tully, cigarette 
smuggling, unhappily, is on the rise. Yet 
it’s an interstate crime that the Justice 
Dept doesn't want to add to its jurisdic­ 
tion Cigatettes seem so small; but the il­ 
legal profits are huge. 
RENT-A-FARMER 
Fam ily farm s 
still form the backbone of America's 
phenomenal agriculture and production. 
They not only have made this the best- 
fed nation in history, but family farmers 
have been the traditional guardians of 
American values 
Yet in the past two decades, millions

The bank will set 
up a $50 million, tax-exempt trust fund, 
which w ill buy up working farm s 
throughout the Midwest. 
Fields that were worked by families 
will be turned over to professional 
managers They’ll be paid either a salary 
or a share of the harvest The profits 
from the operation will go to the trust’s 
investors 
Land trusts are nothing new to big in­ 
vestors 
But Continental Illinois has 
opened the way for them to capitalize on 
the misfortune of the harassed family 
farmers who can no longer meet rising 
costs 
Like a new 
plague of lo c u sts, 
speculators are expected to gobble up 
the choicest farmland, drive up the 
prices and increase the relentless pres­ 
sure on financially strapped fam ily 
owners 
Spokesmen for Continental Illinois dis­ 
pute this. They point out that the $50 
million trust won’t put a dent in the 
gigantic agricultural real estate market 
The farmland purchases would also be

of the giant Continental Illinois National 
Bank will encourage the others to create 
similar tax-exempt trusts 
Two concerned congressmen, Richard 
Nolan.
